Granberry Can Win Only With Low Turnout 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Republican Jim Granberry 
is counting on voter apathy 
to open the door 
for a 
possible upset of Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe*in the Nov. 5 elec­ 
tion. 


Granberry backers openly 
concede if as many as two 
million Texans —20 per cent 
of the five million registered 
— go to the polls, the GOP 
challenger will have vir­ 
tually no chance of pulling 
off the upset. 


If the turnout drops as low 
as 1.5 million, they calculate, 
they’ll have a chance to 
com e through 
with 
the 
biggest 
upset 
in 
Texas 
political history. 
Democrats apparently are 
aware of those chances, be­ 


cause 
party 
chairm an 
Calvin Guest last week 
announced 
plans 
for 
a 
statewide campaign to get 
party members to vote in the 
election and to support 
Briscoe 
and 
other 
Democratic nominees. 
“The apathy is general, it 
pervades the whole state,” 
one GOP source said. “ In the 
turnout range of 1.5 million, 
if Jim is well enough known 
he ought to have a fair 
chance to pull off a big upset. 
If we get anything a p ­ 
proaching a presidential 
year turnout. Granberry just 
isn’t well enough known.” 
The GOP leaders feel in 
heavily Democratic areas of 
the 
state 
there 
are 
not 
enough contested local races 
to entice voters to vote. In 


Republican 
strongholds, 
there are some hotly con­ 
tested local and legislative 
races to stir voter interest, 
they contend. 


Briscoe has been conceded 
a 
com fortable 
m argin 
throughout the campaign, 
and there is little evidence 
he 
has 
slipped 
despite 
missing the entire last week 
of campaigning to be in 
Uvalde at the bedside of his 
critically ill mother. 


With only one full week of 
campaigning to go, Gran­ 
berry is switching his em ­ 
phasis from right to work to 
other issues on which GOP 
polls show Briscoe may be 
vulnerable —education and 
ethics primarily. 
The governor, seeking the 


first four-year term offered 
a Texas chief executive this 
century, has seldom men­ 
tioned G ranberry in his 
cam paigning, 
resorting 
instead to personal speaking 
tours 
and 
reaks 
that 
sometimes even his staff 
members aren’t prepared 
for. 
Generally Briscoe’s theme 
has been the same —he’s 
kept taxes down and sees the 
possibility to reduce them 
since the sate will have a $1.5 
bullion budget surplus next 
year. 
In today’s economy, the 
prospect of a tax cut may be 
attractive enough to bring 
voters out to support Briscoe 
and sw am p G ra n b e rry ’s 
hopes of a light turnout 
upset.

Yet it also 
caused him voluntarily to 
identify with all men, that he 
might win some to Christ. 
He tried to find common 
ground with every person, so 
that he could better present 
the gospel to him. Paul 
allowed no barrier nor color, 
class nor creed to hinder 
him. No one was outside his 
circle of concern. 
To talk about winning 
souls or to tell others how 
was not enough. Paul was 
doing it. Thus he bacame, 
“all things to all men that by 
all means he might save 
some.” What an example for 
us!

The Transatlantic Brides 
and Parents Organization 
(The British Club) began in 
1946 when the first of the G.l. 
brides left England for the 
United 
States. 
Anxious 
parents, thinking they would 
never see their daughters 
again, began forming groups 
throughout England on Mar. 
8, 1947. These groups joined 
into a national body and the 
organization was called the 
Transatlantic Brides and 
Parents Association. 
The 
first 
issue 
of 
“ Together 
Again,” 
a 
magazine designed to keep 
parents and daughters in 
touch, was published Dec. 3, 
1948. This magazine sent 
news from home to the new 
Americans. 
In May, 1950, 36 parents 
left from Norholt, England 
to New York, USA on the 
first of many such charter 
flights. The first trip took 16 
hours. 
In the early 50’s parents 
began 
enrolling 
their 
daughters into the Overseas 
postal 
branch; 
later 
the 
daughters began to form 
their 
own 
branches 
throughout 
the USA 
and 
Canada. 
By 1968, the Association 
had grown so much that it 
had to be divided into two 
separate divisions. These 
two divisions not only have 
their own separate national 
officers, 
but 
also 
the 
magazine is now printed in 
both countries. 
As of April, 
1974, 
the 
membership totaled 13,000 
which supports 26 charter

Women Rarely 
Enter Clergy 


NEW 
YORK

Women 
rarely 
are 
represented 
among 
the 
clergy and theologians. 
A 
consortium 
of 
theological schools in the 
San 
Francisco 
area 
is 
working 
to 
assist 
the 
movement of women into 
these professions and 
to 
raise the status of women 
within the church. 
The Ford Foundation in 
New York recently granted 
$75,000 to the group, the 
Graduate Theological Union 
(GTU), 
which offers 
the 
M.A., Ph. D., and Th. D. in 
theological 
studies 
to 
members of all faiths. 
The 
Foundation 
also 
granted $91,500 to the NOWr 
(National Organization for 
Women) Legal Defense and 
Education Fund to help 
establish 
an 
office 
in 
Washington, D C. to monitor 
the implementation of Title 
IX 
of 
the 
Education 
Amendment. This prohibits 
sex discrimination in public 
education. 
With the way cleared to 
deal with sex discrimination 
involving both teachers and 
students the fund’s new 
office will review federal 
agency 
procedures 
for 
handling individual cases. 
GTU will use its grant to 
invite visiting scholars to 
offer courses and conduct 
research 
on 
the role 
of 
women in theology, liturgy, 
religious studies and 
the 
organized church. 
The funds will also support 


an Office of Women’s Affairs 
which through publications,
